Another great obstacle in the way of missiow- 
ary efforts amongst the Burmese, and closely 
connected with their religion and literature, ts 
their groveling habits of thinking. The idea of 
examining for themselves, to ascertain whether 
their religion is true or false, is an idea which 
seems never toenter their minds. Only set a 
Burnin opon the track of examination, aud ve- 
ry bkely he becomes convinced at once; but 
the diffienlty is to start them. fn nine eases out 
of ten, the only argument that a Borman offers 
in defence of bis religion is, that it has been 
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never, from the commencement of our proceed- 
ings, contemplated. We calculated to operate 
silently and gradually on the minds of the present 
age,and anticipated, in imagination merely, the 
triumphs of this progressive influence in the 
pacification of future generations. Yet under 
all these disabilities and cisndvantageous condi- 
tions, the actual stecess of this society and its 
sister societies in America and Europe lias been 
greater than the most sanguine friends of peace 
dared to hope, and more distrnetly traceable to 
ther efforts, thun could have been deemed pos- 
sible, We will not insist on the renmrknable 
fret of the ahered tone on the subject of peace, 
of some ruling sovereigns, on whom pence pub.
